New York, May 10.—Wall street 
emerged from its gloom this morning, 
and, with growing confidence in the day,

tion. Prices of stock went up with a 
‘Tush at the last, closing at about the 
top. and with the net losses left after 
yesterday's session pretty largely recov- 
* There were some clouds remaining on 
the situation this morning and some 
natpral trepidation lest the violent col- 
lapse of yesterday should have left some 
casualties which would not be disclosed 
until the clearing house sheets of the 
stock exchange had been made up. Early 
in the day the official announcement was 
made that the sheets of all the members 
of the exchange had been cleared per- 
fectly, and that all their checks had 
been honored. This relieved the last 
feeling of apprehension and the feverish 
and earnest signs which were manifest 
in the stock markét during the first hour 
disappeared. Things quieted down into 
R ‘steady condition of business such as 
hhas/ not been witnessed in Wall street 
for many weeks. 
The measures taken overnight to clear 
the situation left little to fear. The 
efit to allow the shorts in North- 
ern Pacific to settle at 150 really went to

With the threatening conditions re- 
move, a rebound in prices was natural 
and tn evidence. The. extent to which 
it ran was, however, a surprise and was 
attributed to various causes. There is 
no deubt that among those who were 
heavy losers in yesterday's slump were 
many of ample resources who viewed 
the situation with a sporting instinct 
and a determination to recoup losses by 
following the market. It was the pop- 
ular belief that some of the western 
potentates who were admittedly forced 
“to walk sideways’ during a portion of 
yesterday's events were again in the 
market this afternoon in a bold attempt 
to rétrieve their losses.

During the morning, 
however, there were a large number of 
transactions recorded for cash both in 
stocks and bonds, which is a matter in 
which the bargain hunter usually pays 
for his purchases. There is a belief in 
the street that yesterday's panic was 
made unnecessarily violent by the ex- 
citement of some of the newer members 
of the stock exchange, many of whom 
are very young men. Tomorrow's im- 
pending holiday, it was felt, insured a

There was also some manipulation of 
prices for the benefit of those whose 
borrowing power had been largely im- 
paired by the shrinkage in collateral 
values.

To Protect Money Market, 


There was a conference at the Gallatin 
National Bank today between President 
F. D. Tappen, of that institution, and 
J. Edward Simmons, of the Fourth Na- 
tional. At the close of the conference 
Mr. Simmons said the money market 
would be protected. The conference be- 
tween Messrs, Tappen and Simmons was 
eduivalent to a meeting of the clearing 
house committee, for Messrs. Nash, of 
the Corn Exchange Bank,. and Williams, 
of the Chemical National Bank, are both 
in Europe. 

Yesterday’s tremendous business on the 
stock exchange was reflected in today’s . 
exchange of bank checks, which aggre- 
gated $598,537,410, and which broke. the 
record of $562,817,206 made on Tuesday 
last. The balances were $23,873,116, the 
second largest on record, and comparing 
with the record of $24,170,338 on March 65th. 

After the close of the stock exchange 
reports were current that Jacob H. Schiff 
had admitted that the control of the 
Northern Pacific road rested with J. 
P. Morgan & Company. Mr. Schiff’s at- 
tention was called to the report and 
he characterized it as false. Another 
member of the Harriman syndicate made 
this statement: 

“We believe now as we did yesterday 
that we control the Northern Pacific 
road. Nothing has happened over night 
or during he day to change our opinion. 
As for the Burlington deal, concerning 
which there has been so much adverse 
criticism, we believe it will go through 
without a further hitch.” 


Northern Pacific in Court. 


Judge Gildersieeve said today that an 
order directing certain persons to show 
cause why they should not be restrained 
from trading in Northern Pacific was is- 
sued bv him at his house last night on 
the application of counsel for Bernard 
Smith. 

The vlaintiff, Smith, claimed to have 
sold 200 shares of Northern. Pacific 
“short” to a broker. He alleged that the 
broker was acting for’ parties who held 
all the stock at the time, and that the 
party to whom he sold the stock knew it 
was impossible for the plaintiff to carry 
out his contract to deliver it. .Under 
these circumstances Smith asked that 
the person to whom he sold the 200 shares 
of stock be enioined from enforcing his 
claim for its delivery. 

The usual bond to be given by the 
plaintiff to indemnify the defendants 
from lose should. the injunction not be 
continued was not filed, and tio steps to 
serve the preliminary injunction on the 
defendants were taken. 

Arthur R. Linburger, who obtained the 
order, said that.in light of the settle- 
ment made with the shorts the order 
would not be served and that the matter 
‘would be allowed to drop.

Twelve Citizens and Five Officers 
Were ‘Injured—Riot Caused by’ — 
Police Director Trying To 
Stop Single Tax 
Leeturer. 


Detroit, Mich.. May 10.—Fully 10,000 men 
and boys ran riot in the main streets of 
this city for. more than three hours and 
kept a continual running fight with thé 
police, both mounted and on foot, in the 
heart of the city tonight. The net-result 
so far as*known is twelve citizens and 
five policemen injured. The names of but 
two of the citizens are known at present. 


They are Mike -Waldin and ‘Louis Caplin.’ 


Both men had their heads orushed by be- 
ing trampled or ‘by horses-ridden by the 
mounted police in a charge on the crowd. 

The officers injured are: : 

James Toumey, scalp cut by brick. 

Henry Scott, hit on head-with cobble- 
stone. 

Thomas Murphy, chetk cut open with 
brick. 

George Moore, badly cut about the head 
by brick and taken home in an ambu- 
lance. 

Barney Roonan, hit with a brick.

Direétor ~ An- 
drews supervised the work of the police 
in keeping the people moving: The crowd 
good naturedly hooted at the police and 
no violence was done. 

Tonight, however, the temper of the 
crowd changed when it was announced 
that Director Andgews had called on re- 
serve officers to issist in keeping the 
Campus Martius clear. The single tax 
exhorter came with his wagon and found 
the campus jammed with people. ‘The po- 
lice refused to allow him to locate at 
any particular point, and he drove from 
one street to another, the crowd follow- 
ing. The mob frequently blocked traffic 
and the police attempted to disperse them. 
It.was but a moment before stones began 
to fly through the air and a genera] mix 
up followed in which the foot police used 
their clubs and the mounted men charged. 
The officers fired their guns in the air and 
the mob returned the fusillade with bricks 
and cobblestones. At one time, when the 
mob had gathered about the central po- 
lice station at Fort and Randolph streets, 
bricks were thrown through the windows. 

Mounted Police Charge. 

In a charge made by the mounted police 
at this point Mike Waldin was knocked 
down and three horses trampled over him, 
cutting his head so badly that he was 
Emergency hospital. Officer 
George Moore was hit with a stone in 
this charge and his cheek was laid open. 
He was taken to his home in an ambu- 
lance. The other officers were- not se- 
riously hurt. 

At one stage of ‘the riot a section of 
hose was secured’ by order of the police 
director and the stream turned on the 
crowd, but the hose was cut and the man 
who wielded the nozzle was driven into 
a saloon and pounded over the head with 
an iron cuspidore. 

Mayor Maybury was down town watch- 
ing thé crowd and at one time; made a 
speech to the people from the postoffice 
steps, cautioning them to —— violence, 
but stated that he was not in sympathy 
with the order of Police Director An- 
drews denying free speech on =the sem) 
streets.

San Luis Obispo, Cal., May 10.—The 
route of the president’s train northward 
from Los Angeles today lay through the 
Santa Clara valley, nestling under fog- 
swathed mountains, to the coast, where 
it ran for hours along the edge of cliffs 
overhanging the Pacific ocean.

The carriages in which he rode were 
lined with flowers and the streets over 
which he-passed were paved with them. 
There was no abatement today of the en- 
thusiasm which has attended the presi- 
dent’s progress since he entered Califor 
nia. 


Enjoyable Programmes. 


Francisco the programmes at thediffer- 
ent stops are more enjoyable and less 
fatiguing.

CENTRAL AMERICA CAPTURED. 


Trade of the Country Is Dominated 
by Germans. 
Washington, May 10.—The translation 
of a Berlin dispatch regarding German 
enterprise in Central America has been 
received at the state department. from 
Vice Consul General Murphy, at Frank 
fort, Germany. .The article sets forth 
that fully $60,000,000 of German capital 
is invested in Central American enter- 
prises. German plantations occupy an 

area of 740,000. acres. 

It is also stated that large German 
business houses in Nicaragua, Guate- 
mala and Costa Rica, in addition to the 
entire traffic between Germany and Cen- 
tral America, control almost the entire 
fortign trade of the five republics with 
England and California. The shipving 
trade also along the Central Amerifin 


coasts is to a large extent in Gerngan 
hands.

Dillon Denounces Seizure. 

London, May 10.—At the conclusion of 
the ‘questions in the house of commons 
today John Dillon (nationalist), moved 
the adjournment of the house in order to 
cali attention to the seizure of The Irish 
People. 

Mr. Dillon complained that the action 
of the authorities was grossly illegal. He 
said he was not concerned to defend the 
violence of the attack, but any seizure 
should have been done through the courts. 
Far more violent attacks on Queen Vic- 
toria had been made in the English papers 
without their being seized. The present 
action was a blow at the liberty of the 
press. 

Mr. Wyndham, in defending the seizure, 
declinedé to “‘soi) his lips with reading the 
attack on the king. which constituted se- 
ditious libel, nor would he wound the feel- 
ings of millions by propagating the out- 
rageous, gross and scurrilous lies of the 
article,”

Agreement Made in Macon on Im- 
portant Demurrers in Big Case. 


Macon, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)—Argu- 
ment was commenced today before Judge 


Nottingham, of the city court, on import- 
ant demurrers in the case of Holt & 
Malone and the Jones Grocery Company 
against the National. Biscuit Company. 

The suits were brought by attachment 
against defendant, as a foreign corpora- 
tion for recovering damages under what 
is known as the Georgia anti-trust law. 

The demurrer of defendants attacks the 
acts as unconstftutional on several 
grounds. It is urged that it is an at- 
tempt to regulate interstate commerce, 
which can only be done by the federal 
congress. It is again contended that it 
is class legislation in that it seeks to 
exempt from its operation dealers in live 
stock and farm products, 

It is further contended that even if the 


act be held constitutional, plaintiffs are 
seeking to enforce penalties, and that the 
right to do that is given by the act solely 
to the attorney general. 

Defendant further insists that §plain- 
tiffs show no actual specific damages; 
and that onlvy- such damages could be 
recoveréd by individuals, if the consti- 
tutionality of the act {s upheld. Numer- 
ous other grounds of the demurrer are 
set forth in the pleadings. 

M. P, Callaway read the pleadings and 
stated generally the grounds of the de- 
murrera, 

Marion Erwin argued for two and one- 
half hours, presenting numerous author- 
ities from the United States supreme

MOTHERS’ CONFERENCE HELD

Number .of Interesting Papers Are 
Read by Women Who Have 
Attained Prominence—The 
Evening Entertain- 

ments. — 


Athens, Ga., May 10.~(Special.)—Hun- 

dreds of visitors and __ citizens today 
crowded irito Detpree hall, inspecting the 
wonderful exhibit of educational work. 
. More than one hundred and fifty. visit- 
ing teachers from different cities and 
towns in Georgia are here and are being 
royally entertained. They are perfectly 
charmed with the exhibit, ‘especially its 
instructive nature. Already it has be- 
come a fixed “purpose to. repeat the ex- 
hibit next year and perhaps to make it a 
permanent feature of the educational 
work of this section. 

Today the chief feature of interest was 
the “‘mothers’ conference,’’ held at noon 
at Deupree hall. Fully 250 ladies were 
in attendance and quite a number of gen- 
tlemen. Mrs. Walter B. Hill presided 
over the meeting. 


The first paper read was that of Mrs.’ 


T. J. Woofter, of Milledgeville, Ga. Mrs. 
Woofter could not’ be present and Mrs. 
Hoke, of Athens, read her paper. The 
paper was a most excellent one on the 
subject of ‘‘Parental Co-operation with 
the School.’’ The necessity for a splen- 
did ‘physical training of the child in its 
earliest years. was emphasized. It was 
contended that children under nine years 
of age should not be kept in school over 
three hours daily, and that the buildings 
should be jbetter constructed, with 
ample playgrounds, Along the line of in- 
tellectual development it was pointed out 
that manual training and nature study 
had taken their places in the’schools to 
stay, that sometimes there is too much 
book education, and that in the study of 
nature and the use of the hands as well 
as the head the highest development is 
reached. The duties of parents to <o- 
operate with the teachers on these lines 
wert clearly and forcefully set forth. 
Mrs. E. A. Crawford, of Athens, read a 
paper on “The. Training of Children,”’ 
opening it with the beautiful illustration‘ 
of a sculptor standing in his studio look- 
ing intently Into a corner of the room.

Mrs. Brown em- 
phasized the point that the 
scheme of education teaches many men 
to read and some to think, but it teaches 
no man to “do things,’’ and the conse- 
quence is that of all living things the 
average man is the most helpless, when 
thrown upon his own resources for 
amusement. The man is the victim of a 
false aducation, which has left him all 
his life to depend upon resources from 
without instead of from within himself. 
The girls are trained to use all their fac- 
ulties and are learning that it is quite 
possible to be capable and strong, as well 
as accomplished and refined. The boys 
should be taught that they can be ac- 
complished and refined as well as strong 
and capable. 

Mrs. Walter B. Hill made the closing 
address of the mothers’ conference, which 
was a strong plea for the teaching of 
scientific temperance in the schools, the 
impressing on the minds of the children 
the effects of alcohol and narcotics on 
the human system. . 

Tonight the entertainment at the opera 
house in honor of the visiting teachers 
was a great success. The play presented 
by the school children was ‘‘The Great 
Catastrophe,’ a two-act comedy, per- 
formed by Misses Ora Hart, Ellie Hun- 
nicutt, Mamie Mendenhall, Messrs. John 
Cooper, John Monahan, Robert Cheney 
and Tom Barrow.

It would probably 
more than astound the average New Eng- 
land farmer to tell him that here in 
Lumpkin county there are hundreds of 
acres of land which have been cultivated 
in corn, without change or rest, every 
year for over twenty years, during which

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time not a cent’s worth of manure or fer- 
tilizer was used, and still the crops have 
been abunglant.

The 
method now pursued in cultivating these 
mountain lands is to clear up rich areas 
and, without any sort of protection by 
ditches or otherwise, to plough and plant 
until the rains have washed away the 
surface and soil, and then to abandon 
this and clear up another place. The 
character of the soil is variegated from 
black loam to light sandy and mulatto 
land, impregnated with mineral sub- 
stances, which gives it productive

The land is well adapted to tobacco cul- 
ture. This has been proven by thorough 
test. Every thrifty farmer in the coun- 
ty raises more or less for his own use, 
and while it has by no means become a 
staple, yet it has been shown in this 
small-way that by close attention the 
land will yield as much as $150 per acre 
of this product. There can be no doubt 
that this is as good a tobacco growing 
section as the most favored sections of 
North Carolina, Virginia or Kentucky. 
Small grain is produced with very little 
labor and of good quality. The main 
product is corn. Little attention has 
been paid to the culture of the grasses, 
vast areas of land being covered with a 
native growth. Wherever tried, however, 
flattering success has been had _ with 
clover and all kinds of non-cereal grasses. 
In garden products the yield is surpris- 
ing. Sweet potatoes, irish potatoes, cab- 
bage, onions, tomatoes, beans, peas, 
okra, parsnips, cauliflower, salsify, rad- 
ishes, lettuce, turnips, squash, pumpkins, 
cucumbers, melons, beets, celery and, 
in fact, almost everything Known to hor- 
ticulture grow here in profusion. One 
acre of ground in the town of Dahlonega, 
under average state of cultivation, pro- 
duced 410. bushels of irish potatoes by 
actual measurement, A family of people 
had used potatoes from this ‘‘patch’’ for 
their entire summer's consumption, which 
was not roeckoned in the above yield. 

One-fourth of an acre fn cabbage has 
vielded $75, or at the rate of $300 per acre, 
and the farmer would not plant more be- 
cause he could find no near market for 
their sale! One hundred and twenty 
bushels of onfons and onion buttons has 
been raised on a single acre. In fruit 
raising this county has no _ superior. 
Apples and peaches of delicate flavor, 
quinces, pears, plums, cherries and other 


fruits grow to perfection.

The volunteer berry growth of the sec- 
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tion surpasses conception. Strawberries, 
both wild and cultivated, grow .luxuriant- 
ly, sell cheaply, and thousands of gal- 
lons of wine is and can be made every 
year from the wild blackberries which 
grow in such profusion as to beggar de- 
scription. It is a common remark, that if 
all things else fail the blackberry crop is 
a certainty, and that alone will drive 
away famine in its season. Whortleber- 
ries, raspberries and all other common 
berries are indigenous to the country and 
grow in large quantities. It would not be 
exaggeration to say that from 6,000 to 
10,000 gallons of wine could be made in one 
year from the wild grape crop and the 
soil is admirably adapted to the growing 
of grapes of all kinds.

Commission Named Too Late To 
Do Any Good Work. 


NO SPACE WAS OBTAINABLE 


Political Quarrel in the State Pre- 
vented the Governor’ from 
Naming the Members of 
the Board—He Had 
Hands Full. 


Lexington, Ky., May 10.—(Special.)— 
Owing to the now historic troubies be- 
tween the political parties in thfs state 
last year growing out of the contest be- 
tween Goebel and Taylor for governor, 
Kentucky will not have an exhibit at the 
Pan-American exposition. In a statement, 
Charles M. Lewis, chairman of the Ken- 


tucky commission, says: 

“Had the Kentucky commission een 
appointed last year, as in other states, it 
would have given them an opportunity 
to have got an appropriation and to have 
secured suitable quarters: but owing to 
the chaotic condition of affairs at Frank- 
fort no comm'ssion was appointed until 
about six weeks before time for the ex- 
position to open, and the body was with- 
out means to do anything. When the 
commission was appointed we at once 
took up the matter with the exposition 
and were advised that on account of the 
iateness of the appointments it would be 
impossible for them to give us space. Af- 
ter a while they agreed to sell us certain 
unoccupied space in the various buildings 
but the exhibits would then have to be 
scattered in sections all over the building, 
wherever we could find an odd corner, 

“Without any appropriation and with- 
out any means of getting even sufficient 
money to transport the exhibit, and even 
if we got them there, with no place to 
put them except as mentioned, we con- 
cluded that rather than have such an ex- 
hibit as we could get under these cir- 
cumstances it would be better for the 
state to have none.”’ 


HOW MONEY SHOULD BE SPENT 


Corfgressman Richardson Discussed 
Tennessee River. 

Huntsville, Ala., May 10.—(Special.)— 
Congressman Richardson has _ returned 
from Nashville, where he has interviewed 
several prominent capitalists who are in- 
terested in the development of the Ten- 
nessee river. Major Willis and associates 
in Nashville agree with Judge Richard- 
son in the opinion that the full appro- 
priation made by the government for the 
improvement of the river should be ex- 
pended in the removal of the obstructions 
at Colbert shoals. When this is done 
large boats will be enabled to pass from 
Chattanooga to Paducah eight months‘in 
each year. Judge Richardson introduced 
in the last congress an amendment to 
the river and harbor bill. specifying that 
the money shall be used on the shoals.

There is no doubt but that 
Ameriean competition will be keen, but 
competition devélops, not destroys en- 
ergy. 

“All history proves,”’ The Spectator 
will say, “that protected or subsidized 
trade stagnate’, and even now Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, the very best apostle of protec- 
tion, is sighing for reciprocity—that is. 
for a large, although limited, measure of 
free trade, Big combines have never 
succeeded -beyond the life of their 
founders, and any Napoleon of finance 
who goes 6n conquering is sure in the 
end to arrive at his Waterloo. While 
Great Britain's rivals all declare her 
trade to be decreasing, their one en- 
deavor is to eapture, at any sacrifice, 
that decaying trade.”’ 

Uges Firmness About Canal. 

The Spectator, in an article to be pub- 
lished tomorrow on the Nicaragua canal, 
trusts that the government will handle 
the problem with more shrewdness and 
common sense than formerly displayed, 
and argues that Great Britain holds al) 
the cards in the diplomatic game and can 
easily permit the senate to abrogate the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty and give itself 
away so completely that the United 
States will be put utterly in the wrong 
and Great Britain gain a diplomatic vic- 
tory at every point.

Wheeling, W. Va., May 10.—A cloud- 
burst east of Whteling tonight caused 
-the overflowing of Peters, Chapels and 
‘Woods runs, tributaries to Wheeling 
creek. At Triadelphia, the Baltimore 
and Ohio tracks were covered with wa- 
ter for several hours and trains were 
held up, including two passénger trains. 
At Greggsville a child, name unknown, 
is said to have been washed away and 
drowned. . Between Greggsville and 
Leatherwood, a suburb, the wall of wa- 
ter came down ‘ten feet in height, taking 
‘bridges, outhouses and logs. It is feared 
several lives were lost. 

People Panic Stricken. 

Pittsburg, May 10.—A cloudburst in 
Tarentum and vicinity this afternoon 
did many thousand dollars’ damage. 
Barns were washed down off the hifis 
and in some cases were upturned against 
residences. Bridges were washed away, 
the railroad bed was washed away at 
Creighton, the railroad track was cov- 
ered with three feet of water for more 
than three miles. Telegraph and tele- 
nhone poles and trees were washed down 
onto the tracks for a long distance and 
at least seven hundred cellars were 
flooded. ‘ 

Peonle were panic-stricken and many 
moved their furniture from their homes. 
It looked as though the whole town 
would be washed away from the rise of 
waters and even on the higher grounds 
houses were éndangered. Before’ the 
storm abated the rain turned to hail 
and inside of ten minutes more than an 
inch of hail covered the ground for 
miles. .

Hawaiian Legislators Ask Mckin- 
ley To Remove Governor, 


DOLE CHARGES BRIBERY 


Legislators Ask for Proof, But Are 
Referred to Newspapers—Noth- 
ing Was Accomplished by 
the Session of the 
Legislature. 


Honolulu, May 4, via San Francisco, 
May 10.—The first territorial legislature 
of Hawali came to and end on the even- 
ing of April 30th. according to Governor 
Dole, and on the next night, according 
to the majority of both houses. The leg- 
islature ended its existence at logger- 
heads with the governor and without hav- 
ing passed a single important measure to 
which the home rwiers were committed 
except the county government act, which 
the governor kitled by a pocket veto. 

The last act of the house on the evening 
of the 30th was to pass a concurrent res- 
olution containing a memorial to Presi- 
dent McKinley asking for the removal of 
Governor Dole. _ . 

He is charged with having hindered the 
work of the session by his hostility to- 
ward the legislature, withholding infor- 
mation and reports that were called for, 
and refusing to co-operate with the law- 
makers. President McKinley is asked in 
the resolution to use his influence in be- 
half of an extra session of the legislature 
to transact genera! legisiation which Gen- 
eral Dole refuses to grant. 

The concurrent resolution passed 
through both houses by large majorities, 
all the native home rule members voting 
for it. 

Governor Dole created a sensation in 
both houses by informing the, committee 
sent to him to ask-for an extra session, 
that “one of his reasons for not granting 
an extra session was that he had been 
reliably informed that bribery was tak- 
ing place. Both houses passed a reso.u- 
tion demanding proof. In reply the gov- 
ernor stated that general charges of bri- 
bery had been made in the local papers 
and on the floor of the senate, but had 
not been investigated in spite of the ap- 
pointment of committees to look into them 
and that the matter was being investi- 
gated by the government with a view of 


‘punishing the offenders if evidence against 


them could be obtained, 

The governor has issued a proclamation 
calling for an extra session for appropri- 
ation (bills only, to commence May 8th. 
Circuit Judge Humphreys is about to 
call a special grand jury to investigate 
the charges of bribery in the legislature.

Ballot Reform in Pennsylvania. 

Colonel Guffey, the leader of Penn- 
sylvania democracy, has been indulg- 
ing in a futile effort to induce the re- 
publicans of thaz state to agree to the 
enactment of a‘ballot reform law un- 
der which there might be hope of se-.

The Rural Districts and the Cities. 


No intelligent observer is blind to 
the fact that the cites of this country 
have for some time past been growing 
at. the expense of the rural districts 
and that every year hundreds of am- 
bitious young men eager to make some- 
thing of themselves quit the farms and 
come to the cities in search of em- 
ployment. 

Of course it is well enough that some 
of the young men who have grown up 
between the furrows shall leave the 
plow handle and come to the cities. 


rant them in taking this step, and 
larger measures of success await them 
in the crowded centers of population 
than they could possibly hope to at- 
tain by remaining in the rural dis- 
tricts. Indeed, the records of most of 
our large cities will show that the men 
who are most prominent in civic affairs 
and who constitute the pillars of 
strength upon which communities lean 
are largely farm bred men. 

But while it is true that some men 
better themselves by leuving the farm, 
it does not follow that all who take 
this course are equally as fortunate. 
Indeed, many of those who have quit 
the farms in the hope of finding larger 
opportunities in the cities have met 
with disappointment.. They have not 
brought with them the qualifications 
requisite to success in the rivalries of 
metropolitan life, and consequently 
they have failed. Much better results 
would perhaps have been realized had 
Our advice is 
that unless the desire to quit the farm 
for the city amounts to something more 
than an ill-at-ease sort of feéling, it 
is better not to give the matter much 
thought. No-one should ever undertake 
the step without first convincing him-

tion to the cities. Until existing ten- 
tendencies are. arr and effective 
measures are taken looking to the 
building up of the rural districts we 
can never expect to enjoy any perma- 
nent or deep-rooted prosperity. 

To bring about this happy condition 
of affairs we need to destroy the iso- 
lation which now makes country life 
s0 monotonous and gppressive. Better 
roads should be buiit and better mail 
facilities should be furnished. Already 
the government has commenced to put 
the rura] free delivery system into ef- 
fect in certain localities, and when the 
country at large is permitted to share 
in its benefits, much of the complaint 
which’ now exists will be overcome. 
While the government is moving in 
this direction we should lose no time 
in trying to secure better roads, and 
between the two it will not be long be- 
fore the present situation of affairs will 
be changed and the cities will not econ- 
tinue to grow at the expense of the ru- 
ral districts.

“national” does not mean that the art is 
to be American art only, but tNat the gal- 
leries and the sehocls are to belong to the 
whole nation—to be a national pride. A 
gallery of paintings and sculpture to rival 
the collections of the old world cannot 
be brought togethér in a year, or a de- 
cade, or in many decades; but there are 
in this country many wonderful private 
collections cf works of art, both ancient 
and modern, which would eventually. find 
their way to this gallery, if it were really 
national in cheracter and under a broad- | 
minded and wise management. A build- 
ing where ‘transient exhibitions of con- 
temporary art could be held is very much 
reeded in Washington, and-it should be s9 
amply endowed that the best artists from 
all over the world could be invited to con- 
tribute. A school founded on the broad- 
est lines would be a natural sequence—2 
school which should include the best in- 
siruction fn ‘the industrial arts as well as 
in the so-called fine arts. A committee 
of artists and laymen having the speedy 
attainment of this object in view is form- 
ing, and hefore long more detailed ac- 
counts can be given to the press. It is 
to be hoped that contributions toward 
this great work will be received from all 
cver the country, and in small amounts, 
so that it may be truly a national] affair, 
and not the munificence of a few wealthy 
men.”’ 


The gift of George Cadbury, the -Eng- 
lish cocoa man, to the, working people of 
Birmingham and its vicinity, is of inter- 
est in an important field, and one that 
John Ruskin, to -whom Birmingham 
was one of the plague spots of England, 
would have much approved. He gives 
330 acres, situated about four miles from 
the center of that city, into the hands 
of trustees of the Bourneville village 
trust, formed for that purpose, for the 
erection thereon of healthful dwellings 
for working people without overcrowd- 
ing. About a third of this .tract. has 
been laid out and 370 cottages built, of 
which 143 have been sold at cost price on 
leases of 998 years, 3 per cent being 
charged to those who paid less than haif 
the cost; 2% to those who paid at least 
half the cost. The remaining 227 cottages 
and shops are let to weekly tenants, who 
pay their rents to the village trust. This 
is not, therefore, to be described as a 
charity, exeept from Mr. Cadbury, for 
the trust (quite a different sort of trust 
from those we know) is a landlord tak- 
ing its rents to the amount of $26,230 a 
year, exclusive. of repayments for cot- 
tages. sold, so that the tenants are not 
pauperized; while these rectipts, after 
current expenses are paid, are devoted to 
the devlopment of the estate and the 
building of more cottages. The value of 
Mr. Cadbury's gift is estimated at be- 
tween $850,000 and $900,000. 


It is the rule for boys on the farm to 
have something all their own. It may he 
four or five dollars, a colt, a few sheep or 
some hogs, but whatever it may be, it is 
theirs, they attend to it, sell it and buy 
others. ‘The boys on the farm do busi- 
ness for themselves and are taught early 
in life to.rely on themselves.

Equipped with this experience, not at- 
customed to watching the clock when 
something is to be done, caring nothing 
for an eight-hour day, the young men 
from the farms go to the cities and, 
earrying with them their habits of econ- 
omy and close. application, they win. 
That they do succeed is evidenced in the 
development of every city and town in 
the country, for a large per vent of the 
eucceseful men of affairs: were raised on 
the farm.

SEEKING THE NOMINATION 


There aré now five men in the field 
for the democratic nomination for the 
United States senate, the latest announced 
candidate being Judge J, H. Goodnight, 
of Franklin, Ky. He is of the strong- 
est men in the third congressional dis- 
trict, and the aspirations for the legis- 
lative prises are pledged to him. He 
was three times elected to congress when 
his district was one of the closest in the 
state, as it is today. While there he 
served on the pension, judiciary and 
other important committees. He is now 


trict, and one of the most popular men 
that ever sat on the bench.in the western 
portion of the state. | 

The entrance of Judge Goodnight into 
the race complicates the situation to a 
very marked degree, in view of the fact 
that there are already in the field two 
men from the western end of Kentucky in 
Congressman C. K. Wheeler, of the first 
district, and Congressman D. H. Smith, 
of the fourth district. The eastern Ken- 
tucky candidates are Judge James E. 
Cantrill. of Georgetown, and former Gov- 
ernor James B. McCreary, of Richmond. 
None of the candidates have as yét made 
any active canvass, and the race has 
scarcely grown warm. 

While the democrats control the legis- 
lature as now constituted, the repub- 
licans claim that they can control the 
situation if the Louisville republicans see 


fit to put the best men forward for the 
respective offices. They maintain that If 
solid business men make the race for the 
legislature that they can make a clean 
sweep of the ticket in the various legis- 


lative districts of the city. Much also 
depends on the state of feeling in Bowling 
Green, Warren county and the adjoining 
counties. ‘This’ is the center of the 
Brown democracy in the campaign 
against Goebel, and there was great de- 
fection in the démocratic ranks. This 
feeling, it is asserted, has practically 
died out, and it, therefore, does not seem 
probable that the race. for the senator- 
ship will no more than the struggle be- 
tween the democratic candidates for the 
place. 


There is likely to be a unique display at 
the commencement exercises of the Ken- 
tucky State college located in this city 
in consequence of a decided innovation in- 
augirated by the board of trustees. A 
decree has been passed by this body to 
the effect that all professors and instruc- 
tors in the college, together with the 
board and other officials, shall appear in 
the caps and gowns of their respective 
collegiate degrees on commencement day. 
There will be formed on the campus a 
procession headed by a brass band, then 
the beard of trustees, college professors, 
other college attaches and the senior 
class, all properly cappe™l and gowned. 
The procession will wind about the col- 
lege grounds and march into the college 
chapel, where the commencement exer- 
cises are to be held, 

The ruling has created a storm of pro- 
‘test from the students and the profes- 
sors alike, and both, in gravely worded 
petitions, have asked the board to rescind 
the ofder, which the board has as yet 
refused to do. The professors seem espe- 
cially to object to the innovation, which 
they declare will subject them to the jeers 
of the undergraduates and will embar- 
rass them in the pursult-of their duties, 
complain .more from. the 
reason that it has been a college tradition 
never to wear caps and gowns on com- 
mencement day than from any other rea- 
son. The custom of the commencement 
day exercises is an entirely eastern one 
and was introduced by one of the young- 
er trustees, who was taken with the idea 
when himself a student at an eastern 
university. The final outcome of the mat- 
ter, which threatens to end in a clash 
between faculty and board of trustees, 
is being watched with great interest here. 


The muddle at the Western Kentucky 
lunatic asylum has fresulted in the dis- 
missal of Dr. E. B,. McCormick as su- 
perintendent of the asylum, and Dr. Mc- 
Cormick is thundering in his demands for 
a full investigation. Still more sensa- 
tional developments are expected in the 
matter. 

The foundation for the dismissal by 
Governor Beckham is a charge of im- 
morality between the superintendent and 
Miss Hannah York, at the time an at- 
tendant at the asylum. The charges were

made by W. J. Chiles and Mrs. W. J. 
Chiles, both employees at the asylum. 
There was a specific charge of improper 
relations at the asylum, the time and 
place being set out, together with a gen- 


conduct at other: times. 

State Inspector and Examiner Hines 
was sent to the asylum and made three 
investigations into the charges before 
making a report to Governor Beckham, 
which has just been done. The dismissal 
of Dr. McCormick was based on this re- 
port. Inspector Hines reported that he 
had made a thorough investigation, and 
that in his opinion the charges were 3us- 
tained by the proof. He further stated 
that even leaving 
the guilt or innocence of the accused, his 
actions at the time specified and on oth- 
er occasions were such as to seriously im- 
pair his usefulness as a superintendent 
of the institution. In commenting on the 
removal, Governor Beckham said: 

‘“‘No one regrets mdéfre than I do the ne- 
cessity of this action; but I bejeve that 
the interests of the institution demand a 
change in its management and no per- 
sonal feelings or poiitical considerations 
whatever should deter me from doing 
what I conscientiously believe to be my 
duty in the matter.”’

The bloodiest battle "in the history of 
mountain feudal warfare is what the 


the Letcher county trouble. The situa- 
tion is this. Some twenty desperate men 
are fortified in mountain fastnesses sur- 
rounded by perhaps double the number 
of officers, a posse under the command 
of the famous mountain detective, John 
Wright. Both sides are determined and 
bloodshed wijl necessarily be the result. 

The cause of the trouble dates back to 
last winter When the murder of Mrs. 
Mina Hall and her young nephew, in an 
isolated district on Letcher by ku-klux 
bands, aroused the county. A band cf 
men armed with winchester rifles sur- 
rounded the cabin, broke in the door, shot 
the woman to death as she lay in bed, 
and the boy through the head as he beg- 
ged for mercy and then proceeded to 
search the house for a large sum of 
money said to have been concealed there. 
The crime was so brutal in its details 
that the entire community was aroused. 
As a rule the dread power of the ku-klux 
was enough to silence every mouth, but 
in this particular instance fears were cast 
aside. e ku-klux has been for months 

ast a dread power in Letcher and ad- 
oining counties. Men are stopped on the 
road and relieved of their money, wom- 
en were stripped and whipped with hick- 
ory switches for alleged wrong doing, a 
man’s stock would be driven from his 
place and he dare not’ protest. The 
courts have tried in vain to break the 
power of the band of terrorizers. 

Shortly after the murder of Mrs. Hall 
was committed Detective John Wright, of 
Whiteburg, began to search for the men. 
He has a reputation in the mountains 
second to no man for daring and bulldog 
determination. It is he who is now in 
command of the forces which surround 
the hunted band of outlaws. As the re- 
sult of his work eleven men are in the 
Wtle jail at Whitesburg with murder 
charges against their names. They are 
John and Martin Wright, two Bentley 
boys, 20eras, and Tom Newton, Joe John- 
son, Mac onts, Ikey Potter, Sol and 
Lige Fleming, Creed Potter, of the orig- 
ina] band of ku-klux, is reported as be- 
ing in the hands of Detective Wright, who 
has as yet to land him in the jail at 
Whitesburg. Thére are but three of the 
original band stilt at large, May Rey- 
nolds, the leader, George Cook and John 
Reynokis. who is reported as being dan- 
gerously wounded It is the capture of 
there men that is most desired, as without 
them their numerous allies would melt 
away for want of a man to lead them. 

. SS. Wright.and Willie Wright have 
been killed in the battles between the out- 
lawe and the officers to date and this has 
added the feature of a persona] feud to 
the matter between the Wrights and the 
Johnsons, their relatives on the one side 
and the Reynolds and Potters, leaders of 
the outlaws,on the. other. 

Never before perhaps in the history of 
that state was a special military eom- 
pany mustered iritto the state service for 
the puTrpose of coping with a band of 
mountain outlaws, but this was exact] 
what was done: in the Letcher county af- 
fair. For some reason the company was 
not ordered into the field by Governor 
Beckham, vie nevertheless the company 
was organized and mustered into the ser- 
vice for the express purpose of aiding in 
the capture of the Reynolds-Potter gang. 
The men waited for several days for or- 
ders from the governor to move and when 
thev did not come many of their own ac- 
cord joined John Wright's band and are 
now aiding in the search of the ku-klux 
band. The reason advanced for the or- 
ganization of the company was that men 
who were good individual shots and were 
acquainted with the mountain regton 
should be employed rather than lowland 
soldiers of the regular state guard. The 
company organized could outshoot any 
company of regular soldiers in the ser- 
vice and was made up of determined men.

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RETURAS I IN ERROR 


$37,912 Less Than Amount 
ed by bi, 
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Comptroller General Wright De- 
mands Corrections in Returns 
Submitted by Many Rail- 
roads—May Arbitrate 
Millen Road Case. 


Again has Comptroller General W..A. 
Wright refused to approve the tax re- 
turns of the Plant system until certain 
corrections have been made, though the 
probability is this year the matter will be 
amicably settled: without the interven- 
tion of arbitration or the courts. 

It will be remembered that the comp- 
troller general, dissatified with the re- 
turns sent in last year, submitted the 
matter to arbitration, and even the award 
of the arbitrators was passed upon bv 
the superior court before it was accepted. 

The returns for 1900 as fixed by the 
arbitration board amounted to a total of 
$7,108,951, the railroad having won, in the 
main, its contentions against the comp- 
troller general. The latter was consider- 
ably surprised therefore when the returns 
for 1901 were received. to find that they 
aggregated only $7,071,039. or $37,912 less 
than the amount that was agreed up 2n 
last vear by the arbitrators. 

The returns have just been filed with 
the comptroller general by the Plant sys- 
tem‘'s tax agent. Upon inquiring ir? 
the matter Comptroller General Wrighi 
found that the reduction in the réturns 
was almost wholly in the item of tres- 
tles. For instance the trestles between 
Savannah and Waycross in 1900 were re- 
turned at $62,878. whereas this year they 
are returned‘at $42,661. Every one of the 
divisions shows a decrease in the returns 
for trestles, and some of them which had 
in only a smal] amount for trestles have 
nothing at all this time. 

It seems that the system has been fill'nz 
in a lot of its trestles on all the divisiozs, 
making its roadbed solid, and for this 
reason. it is stated. fewer trestles ap- 
pear in the returns for taxation. 

After Terminal Property. 

Another feature with which the comp- 

troHer general is not satisfied is the re- 
turn for the real estate and wharf prop- 
erty of the system in Savannah. Al! of 
this, exclusive of the side tracks in the§ 
city, is given in at $131,405. The comp- 
troller general has asked the system for 
Specific and detailed returns of this prop- 
erty... He wants the valuation of the 
wharf property, of the depots and build 
ings and of the side tracks. the three 
principal items’ constituting the terminals 
in Savannah. 
. Captain Wright says he will hold the 
Plant system returns in abeyance until 
he gets these figures. He will probably 
have a conference with the representa- 
tives of the system, and he is satisfied 
that the differences can be settled with- 
out any further-resort to litigation. 

“T am going to require all the railroads 
in the state with large termina] proper- 
ties in the cities to make specific and 
itemized returns of these properties,” 
Captain Wright said vesterday. ‘I find 
that this course is necessary to énable 
me to arrive at a proper idea of the valu- 
ation.” 

Road’s Returns Too Small. 

While the comptroller general may have 
no trouble with the Plant system this 
year, there is one little read in south 
Georgia which seems inclined to make 
some resistance. 

The Millen and Southwestern railroad 
returned its line at $798 per mile, or a 
total of ,about $35,000. Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright thovght this return :ridicu- 
lously small and wrote President W. M. 
Durden with regard to it. President Dur- 
den replied that he had returned the 
property at more than it had cost the 
ccmpany, the price paid for it having 
been $25,000. He practically refused to in- 


creage the, return. . 

Captain Wright wrote to President 
Durden vesterday. telling him that he 
would have to submit a new return, anda 


1 larger one. or the matter would have to 


zo to arbitration. Captain Wright con- 
siders that $798 per mile is too small a 
return for any railroad of pretensions to 


make. 
Returns of Other Roads. 
Several of the railroads which have 
made their returns have not done so 


sat'sfactorily, and they have been sent | 


back to them with requests for correc- 
tons. Among the roads whose returns 
have thus been sent back are the Georgia 
and. Alabama, the Macon, Dublin and Sa- 
vannah, the Georgia Northern, the Chat- 
tanooga. Rome and Southern, the Chat- 
tanooga and Durham, the Taibotton rail- 
road and thd Sandersville railroad. Some 
of these roads have submitted smaller re- 
turns. than seem justified, while others 
will have only slight corrections to make, 

The Seaboard Air Line has made its re- 
turns, but Captain Wright has not yet 
gone over them. The Central of Georgia 
and the Southern have not yet been heard 
from.

ence to corrections to be made in their 
returns. 

The Southern Express Company, Cap- 
tain Wright considers, hag made a very 
fair return, its total property in the state 
being put at $294,181.

W. H. Eaves was convicted in the city 
court at Cartersville of thé ‘offense of 
selling liquor without a license, a misde- 
meanor. He made ‘a! motion for a. new 
trial through his courtsel, Judge: J. M. 
of Cartersville. Solicitor General 
Sam P. Maddox made a motion to dis- 
miss the motion for new trial. 

The court refused to dismiss the mo- 
tion for new trial, and also declined to 
grant the defendant & new trial. Eaves 
took the case to the supreme court, ap- 
pealimg from the decision refusing him 
a new trial. Solicitor General Maddox 
has also filed a cross-bill in the supreme 
court excepting to the court’s decision in 
refusing to dismiss the motion for a new 
trial. 

This case presents somewhat of a new 
question to the supreme court. The court 
has held time and again that: the state 
cannot appeal in criminal cases, yet the 
cross-bill filed by the state’s counsel 
looks very much like such an appeal, 
though. it presents the case in a some- 
what different light. 

A dismissal of the defendant’s motion 
for new trial would“have deprived him 
of the rieht to appeal to the supreme 
court. The appeal by the state, there- 
fore, even on a cross-bill, seems equiva- 
lent almost to a diréct appeal, which in 
criminal cases has been prohibited. 

The decision of the supreme court un- 
der the circumstances will be awaited 
with very general interest.

Less than twenty days now remain be- 
fore bids for the water bonds will he 
ened. No bids have as yet been receiv- 
at the city comptroller’s office, but it 
is expected that those who may desire io 
gubmijt proposals will wait to do so unt! 
several days tefore they are to be opened. 
Sealed bids for the entire issue ora part 
of the issue of the $200,000 worth of thirty- 
year 3% per cent water bonds will be re- 
ceived until midday of the 3th f this 
month. Bidders will be required in- 
close with their proposals a certified 
@heck for 5 per cent of the par valle of 
the amount bid for, these checks to be 
mede payable to the order of City Treas- 
vrer Thomas J. Peeples. 

The bidders will also be required to re- 
ceive and pay for the bonds alloted to 
them on June 28th, and the city govern- 
ment reserves the right to reject any and 
all bids. Advertisements have been placed 
in several of the more important financial 
journals of the north and east, and al- 
ready a number of requests have been re- 
eelived for detailed information concerning 
the water bond issue.

Last month the board ¢f water com- 
missioners prepared a schedule of the 
nine that is to be purchased with the 
meney realized from the bond issue, and 
bids on these specifications will be re- 
cétved up to noon on the 16th of the 
month. The board will hold its regular 
session on the 17th, and the bids will then 
be opened, 

The board asks proposals for 19,600; feet 
af ‘48-inch steel riveted pipe of sufficient 
gtrength to stand a pregsyre of 800 paunds 
to the inch undef test after laid; 8,700 feet 
@%-inch cast iron pipe, 1,606 feet %-inch 
pipe, 8,000 feet 20-inch pipe, 18,000 feet 13- 
inch pipe, 5,000 feet 12-ineh pipe, 7,500 feet 
10-inch pipe, 10,000 feet 8-inch pips and 
60,000 feet 6-jnch pipe. 

In eddition to this, the board will also 
réctive bids for valves, spectals, hydrants, 
lead and yarn. 

While no final action hes been taken in 
regari to where the various mains are to 
be located, yet the members of the water 
board are practically agreed as to what 
streets shall have the larger pipes. Coalo- 
nel Park Woodward, superintendent of 
the waterworks department, stated yes- 
terday that it was the intention of the 
beard to put down the 80-inch main on 
Marietta and Decatur streets fron: North 
avenue to Butler first of all, and then put 
in’ the other s‘zes of large pipe. He said 
that all the big mains were to be laid 
before any of the lateral pipes were pvt 
cown. 

According to Colonel Woodward, a 2- 
inch m3in will be laid up Butler from 
Décatur street to Edgewood avenue, and 
out -Haégewood avenue to the Boulevard, 
to connect with a 16-inch main on the 
Boulevard, wkich wi'l extend to North 
avenue, connecting with a main of equal 
seize on that street. This will give plenty 
of “‘circulation’’ to that section of the 
city. 

A @-inch main will be run on Butler 
street from Decatur to Fraser and will 
cornect at that point with a 16-inch main, 
which will extend out Fraser to Georgia 
avenue. This will supply the _ several 
wards in that séction. A %-inch main 
will be put on Forsyth street from Mari-

etta to Alabama. down Alabama to 
Whitehall and out Whitehall to Fair 
street.

Colone| Woodward states that the putting 
in of these pipes at present does not de- 
crease the pressure, 

Fira Chief Joyner Talks. 

Fire Chief W. R. Joyner, when seen 
yesterday afternoon, stated that in his 
opinion no small pipes should be laid 
unti] the larger ones had been put down. 
He said that these laterals dréw upon 
the pressure and were calculated to re- 
duce it a certain amount. 

‘The big main which comes in from the 
pumping station to North avenue is 
forced into a rediculousiv small pipe and 
brought into the heart of the city,’’ said 
he. “As a result there is a tremendous 
friction and a great loss of pressure, Un- 
til that 2-inch main is put on Marietta 
and Decatur streets, connecting with the 
main from the pumping station, that 
waste of pressure will exist. 

“The matter was all brought out during 
the fire in the old Markham house block 
seme months ago. It is absolutely neces- 
sary that the big mains be put in before 
the smaller pipes are laid. You can’t 
grow limbs on a tree until you have the 
trunk. I am giad to note that the water 
commissioners say that they intend put- 
ting down the large mains first. That, as 
it should be, to give the necessary fire 
protection. 

“Il am of the opinion that there are 
enough 6-inch pipes in the center of the 
eity, that should be taken up to make 
rocm for the big mains, to supply half 
the residerce sections with laterals for 
water service. It would be a _ great 
mistake, I think, to put down any more 
6-inch pipe until the 30-inch main across 
town is down and in. working order. ” 

“I am strongly opposed to laying any 
more 6-inch water mains in the city of 
Atlanta. I speak from a knowledge of 
the system, and I believe it will be for the 
city’s good not to put down such size 
mains. Jt is all right to use 6-inch pipes 
to connect to large mains that are run- 
ning parallel, and thus give water service 
to families on a block or two, but I am 
against. using 6-inch pipes for water 
mains to give fire protection. They are 
too small. They cannot give that kind of 
service.’’

Conditions of Crep Unfavorable. 


The Jerome Hill Cotton Company, Memphis, 
Tenn., under date of May 7th, say of cotton; 
‘‘We beg to refer to our last circular of 
January 9th, in which we took the position 
‘that the present crop would be 10,000,000 or 
more. Middling cotton was then worth 9%c in 
Memphis; today it is worth 7%c. We pre- 
dicted a large Screage to be planted. This has 
been fulfilled. The sale of manufactured cot- 
ton goods then was aff by unfavorable 
conditions of the dry goods trade in this coun- 
try and Europe. Notwithstanding these facts, 
the world seemed strongly to believe in high 
values. Today, after 2c decline, neariy eyery- 
one is a bear, though the cohdition of the crop 
just planted, we are to say, is very unfa- 
vorable; in fact, we consider it serious—we will 
not say hopeless—but no one can gainsay the 
fact that we are now to face a late crop and 
we fear the increased acreage is more than 
offset by bad stands from the Carolinas to 
Texas.

In a num- 
ber of stocks, which were not acutely affected 
yesterday, today’s price rose above Wednes- 
day's closing level, and in Missouri Pacific 
net loss was recovered with 3 points to spare, 
the extreme advance reaching 15 points. There 
was a good deal of trepidation still evident 
this morning, owing to the vague dread that 
there might be stock exchange houses which 
would be unable to meet their obligations af- 
ter yesterday’s drastic experience. The market 
was, therefore, unsettled and feverish, even 
after the strong opening, but when the official 
announcement -was made that the clearing 
sheets of all the members of the stock ex- 
change had gone through the stock exchange 
clearing house perfectly, and that all their 
checks had been honored, a feeling of relief 
was manifested and steadily grew throughout 
the day, During the latter part of the day 
there was a resumption of what looked like 
a speculative movement for the rise led by 
Union Pacific. The buoyancy of this stock anid 
the accompanying strength of the southwest- 
erns was based z1pon rumors and assumptions 
of the benefits to accrue to Union Pacific from 
a change in control of Northern Pacific, which 
was still stoutly claimed by the Union Pacific 
party. Undoubtedly there were very many 
speculative losers of great resources in the 
collapse of Thursday who retained their nerve 
and determination and who set about to recoup 
themselves by new speculation in the market. 
Other, buyers were those who had got out early 
in yesterday’s slump and who still saw a profit 
in getting back at the price ruling today. The 
bargain hunters were also on hand in con- 
siderable force and there were many cash 
transactions both in bonds and stocks, rep- 
resenting their purchases, This outcome cf 
affairs was pretty well assured when the news 
was learned this morning of the settlement 
effected with the shorts in Northern Pacific 
on the basis of 150 per share.

Governmen: Grain Report. 


Washington, May 10.—Returns to the statis- 
tician of the department of agriculture made 
up May [0th show the condition of winter | 
wheat in cultivation on that date to have been | 
about 28,267,000 acres. This is 2,015 acres, | 
or 6.7 per cent less than the area sown last | 
fall, but 2,032,000 acres, or 7.7 per cent in| 
excess of the winter wheat acreage harvested | 
last year. Of the reduction, about one-half | 
is reported from Texas and California due in | 
the former state to the ravages of the wheat 
Plant louse and in the latter to the cutting, 
as is not unusual in that state, of a cinsider- 
able acreage for forage. 

In the states that had a million acres or 
more sown last fall the following percentages 
are reported as abandoned or cut for forage: 

Missouri, |; Kansas, 1; Illinois, 1.9; Penn- 
sylvania, 2; Indiana, 2.5; Ohio 3.2; Tennessee 
4.7; Michigan 9.16; Oklahoma, 12.5; Califor- 
nia, 18; Texas 42.4. 

For the area remaining under cultivation the 
average condition on May Ist was “ 

While this average is 10.5 points above the 
mean of the May averages of the last ten 
years, and has been exceeded only three times 
in seventeen years, it must be remembered that 
the average plowed up, cut for forage or other- 
wise abandoned has been entirely e#iminated. 
In Kansas the wheat crop has held ¥%its own at 
the high average—|05—reported April Ist, 
while an improvement is reported of § per | 
cent in Pennsylvania, Ohio and Indiana, 8 in 
Illinois and 4 in Missouri. On the cther hand, 
notwithstanding the elimination in Texas and 
California of so much acreage as will not he 
harvested, the decline is noted amounting to 
4 points in the former state and 1/4 in the lat- 


er. 

The average condition of winter rye on May 
Ist was 94.6 as compared with 93.1! on April 
1, 1901; 88.8 on May |, 1900; 85.2 at the 
corresponding date in 1899 and 89.2 the mean 
of May averages of the last ten years, The 
present condition is the highest since 189].

ON THE STUDY OF MUSIC 


’ 


Mr. Francis Fisher Powers, the distin- 
guished. New York baritone, is visiting 


Atlanta, -his. stay here being the longest 


‘in any city during his present tour of the 
south, and he is being «extensively en- 
tertained by prominent Atlanta people 
who are his friends. On the several oc- 
casion when he was the guest of honor 
here Mr. Powers made the pleasantest 
impression upon those who have met him 
through his very attractive graciousness 
and charm of personality and his cordial 
expressions of sincere delight with At- 
lanta people. 

“There is no city I have visited during 
my southern tour,”’ he said in one con- 
versation, ‘‘which I have found as de- 
lightful as Atlanta. I have never befo$: 
been so far.south and I was especially 
surprised when I became acquainted 
with the climate here, which is as satis- 
factory, I think, as the rest of your 
beautiful ‘city. If this is your summer 
weather, surely you do not find a sum- 
mer trip away necessary. Indeed, I am 
so pleased with the weather and the peo- 
ple and all Atlanta that I am contemplat- 
ing making my summer home here after 
this year. New York is distasteful to mz 
except in the winter season, because 
there is practically a general exodus c® 
the musical element when business grows 
dull and concerts are scarce. The studios 
are usually kept open by the assistants of 
the prominent artists, but the latter seek 
recreation elsewhere or busy themselves 
in establishing a wider than local New 
York reputation by forming summer 
schools in other towns, so that when tHe 
busy metropolitan season opens again 
their summer students follow them back 
to’ New York for continuation of study. 
My last two summers have been spent in 
‘Kansas City and I will return to that 
place, this year, but I am seriously con- 
templating making Atanta my next re- 
sort.’’ 

In discussing the question of difference 
in singing voices from different parts of 
the country, Mr. Powers said: 

“T have had opportunity for extensive 
observation on this line and my experi- 
ence is that southern voices, especially 
those of women, are the easiest to culti- 
vate. There is no doubt that singers 
from coast towns, whether northern or 


' southern. have the least agreeable voices, 


and I think a belt which would include 
the valiéy of the Mississippi and east of 
its southern section as far perhaps as this 
part of the country, then northward into 
the Carolinas, offers the best material for 
success in singing. There is a sort of 


i: tradition among northerners and foreign- 
ers that southern ‘women do not make | 


good music students; that their training

best students, the most hard working. 
purposeful and determined. They seem 
ready to work until they drop, Their ac- 
tual >hysical strength is less than that of 
th estern and northern women, bug 
th ct weighs less in the result than 
the southern women’s determination, and 
I assert this, although I am a western 
man.”’ 

Concerning muic and the musical taste 
and krowledge in New York, Mr. Powers 
said when questioned: 

“The .»resent popularity of German 
opera rss several catises, but the simplest 
end mcst evident is that a large part of 
the population of New York is German. 
The musical critics of greatest distinction 
there are German, and their almost con- 
tinual agreement in critical opinion has 
influenced to a degree the public demand. 
A potent factor, too A the povularity of 
the German opera i at it has developed 
into a fad, and with the element which 
ean efford fads it will, of course, soon 
run its course. It was only in Seidl’s tirne 
that it came into any favor when he 
brought over German singers to produce 
it as it was abroad. Since then, howevet, 
the improvement ir. its production has 
been immense, when the greatest singers 
on the operatic stage have been included 
in memorable casts.” 

Mr. Powers was asked about a recent 
article of his in The Chicago Leader, 
which has been widely quoted ard dis- 
cussed, concerning charlatanism in teach- 
ing voice, and he said that this subject 
had been suggested to him by the gradnal 
awakening- he had observed among 


musical students to the realizktion of the | 


vast amount of this charlatanism’ prac- 
ticed now, most noticeably in New York. 
It happens with painful frequency that a 
rianist or an organist who fails in’ this 
instrumental ‘profession suddenly hangs 
out his sign as voice teacher, and ig. able 
to Secure a mcre paying business, evén 
though his new work may be anything 
but artistic. The student world, Mr. 


|'Powers says, is rapidly learning how to

SEVEN ERRORS TO THEIR CREDIT 


Had the Tech Boys Been in Their 
Usual Form the Result Might 
Have Been Different. 


Is the laborer really worthy of his hire? 

That is the question that those persons 
who are responsible for the existence and 
maintenance of the Tech baseball team 
are asking themselves. On their perform- 
ance of yesterday afternoon the boiler- 
makers could never get into the union. 

Weldon Henley, speed merchant and 
dealer in plain and fancy curves, held his 
spring opening yesterday for the benefit 
of the 2,400 spectators who went out to 
Brisbtne park. He has curves that the 
geometricians have never discovered and 
put in the textbooks, and he had speed 
to bestow on charity. 

But alas! alack-a-day, also ‘‘woe is us!"’ 

The group of hired men who furnished 
the background of the heroic spectacle 
forgot their entrances, lost their cues and 
spoiled the picture. It’s a sad, sad story 
with tremolo music on the G string and 
the up stage lights gradually lowered. 
‘ The infield work was ragged in the ex- 
treme, and opportune hits were lacking. 
More than once when any sort of a drive 
would have meant victory the Techs 
could not turn the trick. To the acherents 
of the Tech team the game was disap- 
pointing, because the locals did not play 
nearly the game they can play. It -was 
not within hailing distance of the exhibi- 
tion put up against Auburn. In base run- 
ning, in hitting and in general team work 
the North avenue lads fell away below 
their usual work. 

The North Carolina men were ready to 
take to the brush any time during the 
first three or four innings if they had been 


offered the slightest provocation. Captain 


Graves tried out one-fourth of a dozen 
pitchers of a®;orted styles before he 
found one that could find the plate and 
check’ the runaway start the Techs had 
made. Cunningham was the first one 
tried and he went out in the second in- 
ning after forcing in two runs by his lib- 
eral gifts of bases on balls. Harrington 
finished the inning, and then Wilcox went 
in in the fourth inning. He pitched the 
balance of the game. 

From start to finish the game was close- 
ly fought and full of interest. The Techs 
started well and then came to a full stop. 
They piled up four runs in the second 
inning and two in the third. The North 
Carolina ‘men got three men across the 
plate in the second. Then they began. to 
creep up. Two tallies in the fourth made 
the score six to five against them.. In 
the sixth a couple. .of well placed singles 
earned them another run and tied the 
score. 

When the Techs had their try at the 
bat in the sixth Merritt rapped out a two- 
base hit, but his fellow workmen couldn't 
help him round the last half of the cir- 
cuit. 

In the eighth a base on balls, two clean 
hits and some glaring fielding errors per- 
mitted the visitors to score three men. 
An attractive double play in which Mer- 
ritt, Paulsen and Neel participated closed 
the inning and the run getting. 

The North Carolina men played an ex- 
cellent flelding game and handled them- 
selves like ball players.. The error col- 
umn in the detailed score shows how the 
two teams compared in that respect. Had 
the Tech men given Henley the support 
that the visitors gave their own assort- 
ment of twirlers the result would have 
been different. The North Carolina men 
play fast, gingery ball, and show up to 
advantage at the bat. They earned their 
victory of yesterday fairly and squarely 
against difficulties, and with a strong man 
in the box would have held the Techs 
down to half the score they are credited 
with.

Says He Was Attacked by White 
Men in Hart Cvunty. 


HAD SUED WHITE MAN THERE 


Made an Appeal to the Governor, 
Who Wrote to the County 
Sheriff. 


A. J. Cook, a negro from Hart county, 
is in the city claiming that he was driven 
away from his home by attacks made 
upon him by white men in that section. 

Cook called on Governor Candler and 
told the story of his alleged wrongs, and 
asked that some steps be \taken to pro- 
tect him. According to his story he rent- 
ed a small piece of ground, upon whicn 
he was planting a crop. He told the gov- 
ernor that he bought a mule from a Dr. 
McCrary, agreeing t6 pay him $10 cash 
and the balance later on. 

Cook said he paid $8 of the ten and took 
the mule. He was unable to get $2 from 
a party who owed it to hini, and failed 
to finish paying the $10 within the re- 
quired time. The mule, he says, was 
then taken away from him. Cook de- 
manded the return of his $8, but says it 
was refused, whereupon he brought suit 
for it. 

As soon as the suit was filed he states 
he was. threatened with violence, and for 
three nights kept out of the way of a 
crowd who attempted to attack him. On 
the fourth night he stated he was at home 
when the party came there to attack him. 
He ran out of the back door and a shot 
‘was fired after him. He was not hit, but 
he says the white men abused his wife, 
and he finally had to leave home and 
leave his crop behind him.

sue and be sued; to have and vse a corporate 
seal; to make rules and by-laws consistent 
with the general law of the land; to receive 
donations by gift or will; to acquire and hold 
such property, real and personal, as is —. 
ble to the purposes of its organization; ‘to 
alienate the same in order to promote such 
purposes; to enforce good order and discipline 
and generally to do all such acts as are suit- 
able and necessary for the execution of the 
designs of said association; and petitioners fur- 
ther prey that they have the right to do all 
things not hereinbefore enumerated, which are 
usually allowed corporations, and which are 
necessarily incident to the same; and further 
pray for such other powers, privileges ang 
righte not specifically set out as may be now 
or hereafter allowed by law 

Wherefore, petitioners pray an order of m- 
corporation _—s the rights, powers and privi-
